LETTER. IL. 

O a ftranger, efpecially an Englifhman, the manners of 
no people are more infupportable than thofe of the Por- 
tuguefe. Fond to extreme of parade and oftentation, even the 
moft inconfiderable of them require a deference to be paid them, 
which no way fuits the genius of one accuftomed to the famili- 
arity of a free nation. This oftentation is difplayed in every 
circumftance of their carriage, and gives an idea of a people 
mean beyond conception. Even the language partakes of this 
caft, and has a number of expreflions too fervile for the tongues 
of any other nation, no one whatever being addreffed by anu- 
ther but always in the third perfon, and that under the title of 

“© Your Worthip,” (Vofa Merce.) 

The firft attention of a Portuguefe is to drefs; and on the 
finery of his bag and {word, with a long cloak, the fum of his 
importance depends. The cloak, however, is the part of drefs 
moft peculiar to the nation ; and, from confidering the climate 
where it is worn, you may judge how neceflary an appendage 
of drefs it makes. . It varies in the {tuff of which it is compo- 
fed, according to the fortune of the wearer, and is efteemed fo 
effential,.that the poore(t hind is feldom feen without it; and 
frequently, not able to make the other parts of his apparel cor- 
refpond, conceals under it his rags and poverty. It is thrown 
loofely round them over the left fhoulder, and raifed fo as to 
cover likewife the greater part of the face, for no people are fo 
fond of difguife. In this manner they appear on all occafions, 
efpecially of an evening, which is here the ufual time of di- 
verfion, when they meet together under the piazzas, and, 
forming into parties, enjoy a fort of fociety. At this time it 
is rather dangerous for flrangers to appear abroad among thems 
unlefs they are particularly acquainted with their manners, as 
they entertain a natural hatred at all foreigners, and are then 
ready to offer them infults, the refenting of which is atrended 
with hazard, and mutt oever be attempted. 

Next to his drefs, the confequence of a Portuguefe is dif- 
played by the ftatelinefs of his gait and gravity of his demea- 
nour, and thefe rife in proportion to his rank. Rank, howe- 
ver, varies much, according to the conftitution of the different
